Widening of Main Street by State Proposed and Bill Filed— 
President Declines to Serve Again—Regrets Apathy 
Regarding Civic Affairs 


A fine record of work done during the year 
by the Andover Chamber of Commerce was 
disclosed in a apart made to the directors by 
J. F_ O’Connell the president, including a 
plan for the widening of Main street from the 
square to Stimpson’s bridge at the expense of 
the State. A bill has been introduced by 
Dr. Abbott that is backed by the Essex 
County Boards of Trade, the Lawrence 
Automobile Club, and the local Chamber 
has, with the co-operation of the Selectmen, 
sent a letter to every town in the State asking 
them and their representatives to get behind 
the bill which will come up in committee 
February 19. 

Another accomplishment in which the 
Chamber participated was the work of 
patie Bh ec the Legislature the bill 
remo from the towns of Essex county the 
burden of supporting alone the tuberculosis 
hospital, and redistributing the cost so that 
the cities now carry their share. Andover 
has already paid. $70,000 for the hospital 
construction and looks forward to a sub- 
stantial rebate. 


Mr. O’Connell tendered his resignation as 
resident and member of the board of 
irectors, but on motion of Vice President 

Poynter it was declined, and a unanimous 

vote taken asking him to re-consider and 

remain. Mr. O’Connell expressed gratifi- 
cation at the attitude of the board, but in- 
sisted that he must resign as he felt he had 
given his full share of service to Andover and 
intimated that he would also relinquish the

again presented the matter at town meeting.

Two Feats in Burden-Lifting 


The Andover Chamber of Commerce 
has justified its existence as a perma- 
nent institution in our midst. This is no 
longer doubted or denied even by those 
who have been most skeptical in times 
past. The report of the retiring presi- 
dent, telling of the work done during 
1925, points out one activity — among 
others — which alone merits the per- 
petuation of such an organization and 
the backing of every citizen in Andover: 
namely, the drawing up of a definite 
program and the introduction of a bill 
in Legislature providing for the trans- 
ferrence of the burden of highway con- 
struction of trunk lines within towns 
having a valuation under $17,000,000 
from the shoulders of the towns them- 
selves to the more logical ones of the 
State. 

The recognition of the need for such a 
petition as the one initiated by our 
Chamber of Commerce admittedly arose 
from our own inability to cope with the 
problem which faces us relative to the 
widening of Main street from Andover 
Square to Stimpson’s Bridge, but the 
wider applicability of such a relief 
measure was immediately grasped by 
other communities which are confronted 
by dilemmas similar to our own. The 
bill in its present form represents 
exactly the demand which has hitherto 
been inadequately expressed by these 
other towns; and it appears to be the 
only method by which we can hope to 
find a way out of our common predica- 
ment.

The fact that eighty 
per cent of the contents of a kiln is lost in 
the firing and that. various other mishaps 
may delay a knowledge of the success or 
failure of his labors shows the infinite 
patience required by. the potter, 

A brief outline of the history of, pottery- 
making in Persia, China, India, Greece, Italy 
and England was illustrated by mounted 
pictures and fine examples of china made in 
England, France and the United States were 
much admired. 

Miss Kretschmar came to Andover 
from Jones, McDuffie and Stratton of 
Boston. Her large fund of information 
combined with her enthusiasm for her 
subject resulted in leaving her hearers with a 
much keener appreciation of the potter’s art. 

At the close of the talk, tea was served by 
the hostess with Miss C. Madeleine Hewes, 
president of the club, pouring.

The Townsman hopes that 
they will be met with as much interest 
and farsightedness under the new ad- 
ministration as they were under that of 
Mr. O’Connell’s; and this can only be 
accomplished by increased interest and 
backing from the town as a whole.

Hearing of Importance to Andover 
Voters 


The Committee on Highways and Motor 
Vehicles will give a hearing on House Bill 
No. 238, petition of F. H. Hardy and others

This is of vital importance to the town of 
Andover and the support of all citizens who 
can attend the hearing February 19 is 
earnestly requested by the Andover Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Andover May Have Dental Hygienist 


Will the schoolchildren of Andover be 
more benefited by the services of a dental 
hygienist or a school dentist? This was the 
important question discussed at a conference 
of representatives of the Andover Red 
Cross, members of the dental profession and 
representatives of the school department 
held at the Punchard building last evening. 

Dr. Charles E. Simpson, district health 
supervisor, was the speaker of the evening. 
When thé need of such work had been pre- 
sented, there was a general expression of 
opinion, the consensus of which was that 
educational work by a dental hygienist in 
the first six grades with pee y more 
intensive dental work in the first grade 
would be a progressive plan, starting with 
the dental clinic held last spring and working 
toward the time when the children might 
have the benefit both of a dental hygienist 
anda school dentist. Andover’s five dentists, 
who were all present, expressed themselves 
as approving the plan and willing to lend 
their cooperation. 

A survey taken many years ago showed 
that ninety-seven per cent of Andover’s 
school children needed dental attention and 
that twenty per cent of the number had 
teeth which needed straightening. Recent 
reports of the school nurse give figures which 
show that the number of children needing 
dental attention exceeds in number all other 
cases reported. The need of follow-up and 
educational work with the parents was also 
stressed as the carelessness of parents in 
neglecting cases which have been brought 
to their attention has been one of the dis- 
couraging features of the work. The prob- 
lem of opening the path between the child, 
the parent and the dentist is one which is 

culiarly that of the dental hygienist. Miss 

oreton, the school nurse, said that in her 
experience with families where expense was 
the problem, most other needs were given 
precedence over a dentist’s bill. 

Brief reports from other towns where such 
a plan is in operation were given by Dr. 
Blake, including Methuen, Malden, Win- 
chester, North Andover and Bridgeport, 
Conn. In the latter place $30,000 is ap- 
propriated, the authorities reckoning that 
with the consequent improved health and 
mentality of the children the sum is actually 
saved on “repeaters.” In some instances the 
work was begun under the auspices of! the 
Red Cross and afterwards taken over by the 
city or town, the necessary funds being in- 
cluded either in the budget of the Board of 
Health or that of the School Committee. 

The work this spring will be financed by 
the Red Cross acting through a committee 
composed of Dr. W. D. Walker, Superin- 
tendent Henry C. Sanborn and Mrs. Augus- 
tus P. Thompson. It is expected that the 
demonstration will be so successful that the 
undertaking will in time be financed by the 
town.

The full report follows: 


To the Directors 
Andover Chamber of Commerce, 
Dear Sirs: — 

A year ago I accepted the office of president 
of your body with the expressed intention 
of serving but one year and only because of 
your unanimous insistence. I had declined 
the year before because I felt that the presi- 
dent should be a man whose principal 
business is in Andover, but as the individuals 
who were supposedly best fitted for the 
position declined to accept the responsibility 
and insisted that “there was no room in 
Andover for a Chamber of Commerce” I 
accepted, I fear, mostly to disprove the 
ridiculousness of such an assertion, and to 
show perhaps by one or two accomplish- 
ments what might be done by sustained 
effort over a period of years. Therefore I 
close my year and tender my resignation both 
as president of the Chamber and member 
of the Board of Directors with a review of 
what you have undertaken and accomplished 
during the past twelve months. 

As it is of the most immediate importance, 
I shall recite what has been done by the 
Chamber on the vital matter of getting 
under way a program for the widening of 
Main street from the Square to Stimpson’s 
Bridge. Realizing that it would be only in 
the dim, distant future, if ever, that the 
town could afford to undertake such widen- 
ing of itself, and knowing that it is perhaps 
the outstanding big job ahead of us, we con- 
ceived the plan of attempting to transfer 
this burden to the State and endeavor to 
prove the complete justice of our claim not 
only for ourselves but similarly situated 
communities. 

Accordingly we resolved to secure the 
endorsement of the Essex County Associated 

of Trade and so effective was the 

work of our delegates at several meetings 
that we not only received such endorsement 
from the delegates, but eventually obtained 
the support of each of the town and some 
city ehkarbers: or Boards of Trade, in this 
county. We had an Essex County meeting 
at Shawsheen Manor eventually, where the 
final plan was consummated and where our 
of Selectmen sat in conference with us. 

The plan called for the introduction by 
citizens of Andover of a bill in the Legisla- 
ture, which not only we could support, but 
also the other towns in the state under a 
certain valuation through which there 
passes an overwhelming amount of out-of- 
town traffic. This bill was introduced Jan- 
on! 7, by Dr. Abbott, our representative, 
and in brief it calls for the State taking over 
certain stretches of road in towns of a valua- 
tion under seventeen millions of dollars. The 
following is the form in which it has been 
submitted:

An act to provide for the construction as

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Section 1. Chapter eighty-one of the 
General Laws is hereby amended by inserting 
after section twelve the following new section: 
— Section 12A. 

Wherever two portions of s state highway 
enter a town of less than Seventeen million 
($17,000,000.) dollars valuation and the 
main road connecting such state highways is 
maintained by the town, then such road shall 
be laid out and maintained asa state highway. 


Upon the suggestion of Mr. Crowley, our 

rincipal delegate to the Essex County 
Noarii, and myself, Chairman Hardy and the 
Board of Selectmen have sent the following 
circular to every town in the State that 
would be affected, to enlist their support when 
the bill comes up for a hearing. 


Andover, Mass., Feb. 3, 1925 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

We are sending you a copy of a bill we have 
filed with the Massachusetts Legislature 
which is of vital interest to all towns in the 
Commonwealth. You will nete it means the 
connecting of certain links which are now 
maintained by the towns. This bill is to 
relieve towns of less than $17,000,000 valua- 
tion of this great burden of building roads 
such as are necessary to take care of the 
extensive travel and also the wear and tear of 
large trucks. It would also mean that all 
roads built by the State would be of uniform 
construction. It is beyond the reach of 
small towns to build this class of roads and 
this bill if passed would be of great benefit 
to us all. 

While this bill is filed from Andover, it was 
drawn at a meeting of the Essex County 
Associated Boards of Trade and will have 
the backing of these organizations. See 
your Representative and Senator at once and 
have them appear at the hearing when it 
comes up. Send a delegate or come yourself, 
so we can show the committee we are all in 
favor of this bill. It means a great saving for 
us all. We claim that 95 per cent of the 
wear and tear of our main thoroughfares is 
due to out-of-town traffic. You of course 
have the same condition and we feel that the 
time has come when all such roads should 
be built and maintained by the State. 

Trusting this appeal will meet with your 
approval, we again ask you to assist us, as it 
means the salvation of us all. Be sure and 
see your Representatives and have the 
come to the hearing.

Great Writer’s Home 

Abbotsford \.us the name given by 
Sir Walter Scott to his residence on 
the banks of the Tweed, from a tradi- 
tion that the abbots of Melrose forded 
the river there in times past. The 
house wag begun in 1817 and complet- 
ed in 1824, It is chiefly interesting as 
the home of the poet and novelist, and 
contains several valuable relies. Sir 
Walter had lived at Abbotsford about 
a year when financial reverses over- 
took him through the failure of his 
publisher. Although Hable for about 
$600,000, the author asked only for 
time; and in five years realized for his 
creditors the sum of nearly $400,000. 
To accomplish this he labored from 
ten to fourteen hours a day at his writ- 
ing. Scott died at Abbotsford in 1832. 
—Kansas City Star. 


First “Boucaniers’’ 

The name “buccaneer” was given to 
piratical English, Dutch and French 
adventurers, united in their opposition 
to Spain, who maintained themselves 
chiefly in the Caribbean sea during the 
Seventeenth century. The first of the 
class were French settlers, whose oc- 
cupetion sina was’ hunting the 
wild cattle on the islands, especially 
Hispaniola, and preserving the flesh 
at little establishments called “bou- 
cans,” they being known as “bow 
eaniers.” After being driven from 
these pursuits by the Spaniards, these 
boucaniers took to piracy, particular- 
ly upon Spanish vessels, and to raid- 
ing Spanish settlements on the islands 


and mainland. Their career closed 
about 1700.

ALBANIA LITTLE 
KNOWN COUNTRY 


People Cling to Language 
and Customs With Vig- 


orous Tenacity. 


Washington, D. C.—Rebel attacka 
upon Tirana, capital of Albania, af- 
ford only one more episode of the kind 
in Albania’s stormy history, says a bul- 
letin from the Washington headquar- 
ters of the National Geographic so- 
elety. 

“Lhe country wus created in 1912 
to avert a World war,” continues the 
bulletin, “and until the World war did 
come it was Europe’s newest nation, 
though it was peopled by the oldest 
race in the Balkans. During the world 
struggle five countries occupied parts 
of it; Germany, Austria and Bulgaria 
controlling northern districts while 
France and Italy divided the south. 

“Not for Albany, Try Europe.” 

“It was Edward Gibbon who once 
called Albaniu ‘a country within sight 
of Italy, whieh is less known than the 
interior of America.) More than a 
century later the tables were turned 
when a letter from England for Al- 
bunia was sent to the United States 
and returned with the notation ‘Not 
for Albany, try Burope.’ Even today 
when the war's aftermath has carried 
Americans into many obscure corners 
of Europe, Albania remains almost un: 
visited, unknown, and seldom men- 
tioned in the day's fews, 

“The Albanians are a rugged, primi- 
tive mountain people who, it has been 
gaid,. ‘oecasionally die from ordinary 
disease. but more often from differ- 
ences Of opinion.’ They are classed 
along with the French, Portuguese 
and Walloons as members of the 
Greco-Latin branch of the Aryan race. 
Their mouptain life has fostered a 
passionate love of independence and 
they cling to their language and their 
customs with a vigorous tenacity, even 
when groups are transplanted to other 
lands. The name of the Albanians, 
meaning ‘people of the snow-land,’ has 
been’ fastened upon them by thelr 
neighbors; they call themselves ‘Skipe» 
tari, or mountaineers, One im- 
portant tribe, the Catholle Mirdites, 
bittérly oppose the settlement of any 
Mohammedans in their vicinity. 

“Along the Shkumbia river, the 
ftoman Egnatian way still displays ita 
truces. This stream divides the Chris- 
tian Albanians Into two groups. The 
Noman Catholic Ghegs lve to the 
north, the Greek Orthodox Toscs I!lve 
to the south. 

“An Albanian, Marco Bozzuris, te 
referred to in the famous lines. ‘At 
midnight in his guarded tent.’ George 
Castriota, better known. to history a9 
Scanderbe x, is their national hero. 

“The home town of Scanderbeg, vic- 
tor in a seore or more fierce battles 
with the Turks, is Krola (or Kruga) 
focated on a picturesque precipice of 
Albania’s westernmost mountain chain, 

“Tirana is in the west central part 
of Albania, 20 miles inland from Dnu- 
tazzo0, the country’s principal port and 
former capital Until the outbrenk of 
the World war the only well-pa:ed 
highway in the country linked these 
two cities. Not a mile of railroad has 
yet been. built. The government seat 
was moved inland as a measure of pro- 
tection against such Invasions ag thnt 
which overtook Finme. : 

An Imposing Frontier Town. 

“Tirana lacks the aspects of a fren. 
tler settlement that one would expt 
It has rich bazaars, homes that sen 
truly palatial in comparison with the 
primitive village mud houses, ond 
tnosques of genuine beauty, facing 
broad, well-paved streets. The stroers 
are spotted with squares where foun- 
tains play and market places where 
women sell embroideries, brass work 
and intricately carved pipes for sn...¥- 
ers. The city’s population is less than 
15,000. 

“An Albanian family is suffici. nt 
unto itself. Except for the treding 'n 
a few cities—in Scutari, Koryttr aod 
Argyroeastro, besides those already 
mentioned, there ix no semblance of 
un eeonomie systein. 

“A woman in a country disirict 
works hard, but she is no mere diudge 
She makes bread of maize and evoke 
it over an open hearth fire. The re 
maining wood ashes she uses In piace 
of soap. She wenves woolen cloth and 
plaits black braid for the garraente 
she makes of It. 

“The folklore of these country fo'k 
is extensive and remains to be studied 
There are tales galore of the ‘evil eve, 
the casting of spells and witchcraft 
Many of these have a crude basis ot 
utility. One observer points to ¢& 
widespread belief in the Shtriga, o1 
witchwoman. who has the power te 
decrease her size to that of a fly. craw 
through keyholes and crannies, an¢ 
suck her victim's blood. He wonders 
whether the malarta-carrying mosquita 
may not have given rise to this story.’

WRITERS DIFFER ON 
REAL “ROUGHNECK” 


One Explanation Does Not ' 


Seem to Satisfy. 


The Klondike poet, Robert W. Serv- 
ice, who has a prodigious reputation 
among American university graduates, 
hundreds of whom can quote pager 
and pages of his verse, has finally 
launched a work of prose. fiction, 
called “The Roughneck.” 

I have often meditated on the origin 
of that_word, and the paper jacket; 
which incidentally is full of other in- 
teresting information, gives Mr. Serv- 
vice’s explanation: “i think the or- 
igin of ‘The Roughneck’ dates back 
to the time when to shave the back 
of one’s neck was a sign of sartorial 
grace. In my early Alaskan days ev- 
ery barber would ask you if you want- 
ed a ‘neck shave,’ and not to have one 
put you in the category of those who 
were indifferent to their appearance, 
or too unsophisticated to conform to 
the fashion of the day. You were a 
man with hair on his neck; in brief, a 
roughneck. The fashion soon passed. 
but the expression remains.” 

Now when I was a boy, my virgin 
aunt, who, like all virgin aunts, knew 
far more about the world and was far 
more in sympathy with it than one's 
mother, said to me emphatically: 
“Don’t you ever allow any barber to 
shave the back of your neck,” She 
knew. Whatever may later have been 
the reversed dynamics in Alaska, she 
knew that a man whose neck was 
shaved was outside of the pale of po- 
lite soetety. 

I was particularly Interested in Mr. 
Service’s explanation, for during the 
last 20 years in these United States, 
my observation proves just the oppo 
site. I have never seen a genuine 
tough who did not have the back of 
his neck shaved. And I divide all 
barbers into two classes—those who, 
without asking you, attempt to shave 
the back of your neek, and those who 
would no more perpetrate such a 
monstrosity than they would shave off 
your ears, 

It is, as Barrie’s policeman would 
say, a test absolutely “infallible.” No 
New York or Boston barber has ever 
done any necking on me; but in every 
small town west of Buffalo, unless I 
am alert, I get a large dose of lather 
under the cerebellum. 

But how in the world did Aunt Lib- 
bie know this test 45 years ago? That 
was some time before Mr. Service was 
born.—Willlam Lyon Phelps in Serib- 
ner’s Magazine.

TRAINS IN 1923 


Of This Number 2,779 Were 
Trespassers and 138 
Passengers. 


Washington.—There were 6,922 per- 
sons killed und 56,464 injured in con- 
nection with the operation of trains in 
the United States in 1923, according 
to statistics gathered by the bureau of 
safety of the interstate commerce 
commission, Of those killed the toll 
umong trespassers was the highest, 
while employees suffered the most 
from injuries, Summarized, the cas- 
ualties follow: Trespassers, 2,779 
killed, 38,047 injured;~ employees, 1,- 
645 killed, 89,734 injured; persons car- 
ried utider “contract,- such as mail 
clerks, pullman conductors, 21 killed, 
674 injured; other nontrespassers, 2,- 
889 killed, 7,162 injured. 

There were 108 employees killed 
and 1,954 injured in coupling or un- 
coupling locomotives or cars, com- 
pared with 81 killed and 1,498 injured 
in 1922. Casualties to employees due 


to coming in eontact with fixed struc- | Zalla 


tures resulted In 47 killed and 861 In- 
jured. There were 105 employees 
killed and 8,167 injured in getting on 
or off cars or locomotives. 

A rapid increase was noted In the 
number of accidents at grade cross- 
ings. In this connection the report 
sald: 

“During the calendar year 1923 there 
were 5,218 accidents at highway grade 
crossings, which resulted in the death 
of 2,268 persons and the Injury of 6,- 
814. Automobiles figured in 4,007 of 
these accidents, 1,759 persons being 
killed and 5.416 injured. There were 
18 derailments of trains as a result 
of collisions between trains and auto- 
mobiles. causing the death ef 10 per- 
sons and the injury of 77. In addition. 
there were six derallments of trains 
us a result of collisions with automo- 
biles, but without death or personal 
injury. 

“We have participated with the Na- 
tional Association of Railroad and 
Utilities Commissioners in the effort 
to devise ways and means for decreas 
ing uecidents at rallroad grade cross 
‘ngs. We were represented at a con 
‘erence on prevention of such acci- 
dents held in Chiergo April 30-May 1, 
1924, called by H. G. Taylor, president 
of the assoetyfion. pursuant to a reso 
lution adopt: | at the last annual con 
vention The conf-rence was attend 
ed by representatives of many rall 
roads, ste commissions, the Ameri- 
tun Association of State Highway Of 
ficials. United States bureau of pub- 
He _reads.__National- Safety council 
Amerivan Autem@hile association 
United States “humber of Commerce 
American Raflway association and 
other organizations. One of the main 
purposes of this conference was to 
determine wayr of co-ordinating the 
efforts of all organizations engaged in 
promoting sufety at grade crossings 
Our bureau of safety fs in touch with 
what Is being done by state commis- 
sions and others actively engaged in 
accident-prevention work.” 


‘Inspection Service. 


Concerning ‘investigation of brakes 
and safety appliances, the report says: 

“Approximately 1,170,000 cars and 
locomotives were inspected. The 
number per 1,000 Inspected which 
were found with defective safety ap 
pliances was 52.73. The correspond 
ing record for the preceding year, dur 
ing which the shopmen’s strike oc- 
curred, was 100.81 and for the year 
ended June 30, 1922, it was 50.54. 

“Hours of service reports were filed 
by 1,166 rallronds, of which 786 re- 
ported no instances of service im ex- 
cess of the limit prescribed by law 
Three hundred and eighty railroads 
reported a total of 48,222 instances of 
excess service, this number represent 
ing a decrease of 26.4 per cent com 
pared with the preceding year. 

“We iInvestignted 100 train acci 
dents, of which 52 were collisions and 
48 were derailments. The collisions 
resulted in the death of 119 and the 
injury of 928 persons; the derailments: 
resulted in the death of 127 and the 
injury of 572 persons, a total of 24f 
killed and 1,500 injured. 

“The percentage of locomotives 
found defective decreased from 65 per 
cent during the year 1923 to 53.4 per

From River in Siberia 


Cen you imagine a river that gets 
rusty? There is one which is subject 
to this phenomenon—the River Ob, 
which falls into the Arctic ocean and 
runs through the north of Siberia, 

The Ob contains a great amount of 
iron, Every year when it freezes over 
the iron is cut off from the air. The 
result is that the metal precipitates 
or, in other words, instead of being 
dissolved in the water, becomes » 
solid. 

The whole underside of the ice is 
covered thickly with rust, and even 
the fish and other creatures become 
rusty. In the lower reaches, where 
ice does not form, the water. ordl- 
narily quite clear, becomes cloudy and 
discolored. The whole. river, 
miles long, becomes poisunous. 

People living near it have to quench 
their thirst with melted snow, and 
most of the fish leave the river and 
seek safety in the sea. They ure told 


by instinct’ when the time arrives for ne 


their annual exodus. 

In the spring the ice thaws and the 
air renders the river free from poison, 
The fish immediately return. They 
swim up the stream in such vast num- 
bers that they are packed tightly to- 
gether. Any boat that tries to navi- 
gate the river at this time forces thou- 
sands of fish onto the flat banks,
